SLIGHT CHANGE 


London, Gripped-by Fear 
of Ruler’s Death, Re- 
laxes as Heir to Throne 
Enters Palace.

London, December 11.—(United 
News)—King George, lying gravely 
ill, tonight greeted his eldest son, the 
Prince of Wales, who had raced ap- 
proximately 6,000 miles from a hunt- 
ing camp in an African jungle to his 
bedside. 

The king immediately recognized 
the bronze-faced young man who en- 
tered his bedchamber on the third 
floor of Buckingham Palace. His 
majesty. had not been expecting the 
prince to reach London tonight—nine 
days and twelve hours after his de- 
parture from Dar-Es-Salaam, East 
African coast. 

Visit Improves King. 

Immediately after the prince's visit 
to the sickroom had been officially 


ff  @nunounced, a statement issued at the 


palace said the king’s condition had 
taken a slight change for the better. 
Grave anxiety for the king continued 
in official circles, it ws said. 

The heir to the British throne 
found his father fighting bravely 
against the infection which has | 
threatened his life during the last 
three weeks. The lines of worry 
showed plainly on the prince’s face as 
he entered Buckingham Palace, after 
his recordbreaking trip from Africa. 

For an hour, while the crowds out- 
side the gates watched the bright 
squares of light shining from the win- 
dows, the prince remained in the pal- 
ace. When he left, at 11:24 p. m., he 


‘was smiling. 


Smile Encourages Crowd. 


The prince’s smile as he left with 
the Duke and Duchess of York for 
their residence in Piccadilly meant a 
great deal in increasing the courage 
of the crowd which still haunted the 
gates of the palace. 

The prince had been at the palace 
exactly an hour. He arrived in a 
beautiful, low closed car which sud- 
denly swerved from the regular traf- 
fic on Buckingham Palace’ road and 
raced into the eastern front gate be- 
fore the few hundred persons there 
cou'd realize he had arrived. 

In a blinding glare of headlights, 
the machine shot up to the entrance 
of the palace and came to a grinding 
halt. The prince had leaped from the 
car and started hurriedly toward the 
entrance before the crowd could even 
doff their hats. He was greeted by 
Sir Derek Keppel, master of the 
household, and then went immediately 
to the room of his mother, Queen

Mr. and Mrs. Hoover were escorted 
to the station by high officials and 
a military guard as the final honor 
in their visit of two days. After 
President Ibanez had entertained Mr.

“You must not forget,” the Chilean 
president snid, “that this country de- 
sires solid friendship with the United 
States.”

Fight on Flu 


- Use of common sense by Atlantans 


was-urged Tuesday as the best pre- 
Yentative against the- mild form of 
nfluenza which is prevalent in prac- 
tically every part of the United 
‘States. e closing of the county 
schools this morning and the earlier 
holidays vacation at Emory univer- 
‘sity, taken only as _ precautionary 
moves, should not cause alarm, city 
and state héalth departments and 
medical authorities stated. 


The »ublicity committee of the 
on County Medical society Tues- 
day night at the reqrest of The Con- 
Stitution issued a statement in which 
the society said the influenza infec- 
tion should not cause alarm. The 
infection is running its mild course 
and very rarely results in’ complica- 
tions, the statement said. 


Both city and state health depart- 
ments urged common sense measures, 
Staying out of crowded and congested 
places, avoidance of intemperance of 
all kinds, keeping away from sick 
persons and plenty of good food, fresh 
air and sunshine. 


The Fulton County Medical soci- 
ae publicity co ittee statement 
said : 


“The best means of preventing the 

spread of the prevalent influenza in- 
fection, which is running its mild 
course in Atlanta as it is in practi- 
cally every other part of the nation, 
is to avoid crowded and congested 
places, avoid fatigue, have plenty of 
fresh air, sunshine and sleep, eat sim- 
ple, nutritious foods and keep elimi- 
nations going in normal way. 
_ “When a person feels ill and there 
18 reason to believe that that person 
may be infected, he or she should go 
to and stay there. For irritated 
throats, a warm salt water gargle. 
using a half teaspoon of salt to a 
tumbler of water, will afford relief. 

“Drink plenty of water. Well per- 
sons should drink an abundance of 
water as well as the sick. When the 
fever has abated, the ill person should 
not get up too soon in a wealwned 
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condition. ‘The course of the disease 
will run three or four days. Staying 
in bed is the best means «f avoiding 
complications, 

“If the people of Atlanta will take 
care of themselves, keep in good phys- 
ical condition and observe common- 
sense rules, the course of the infec- 
tion should run its mild course with- 
out complications.” 


Georgia’s epidemic of influenza is 
rapidly spreading, but the disease this 
year is mild in nature, aecording to 
information obtained Tuesday from 
Dr. Joe P. Bowdon, of the state de- 
partment of health. Although only a 
small percentage of the cases devel- 
oped are reported to the department, 
the. report received Tuesday shows 
that the number of cases jumped from 
344 reported last week to 990 report- 
ed Tuesday. ° 

“There is no known definite remedy 
for this disease,” Dr. Bowdon said. 
“But there are measures which can 
be taken and should -be taken by 
every citizen to prevent its spread. 

“First, I would advise people to 
avoid intemperance of all kinds. They 
should be temperate in eating, tem- 
perate in their habits and should get 
plenty of sleep. People should live 
as hygienically as _ possible, rooms 
should be kept as near 72 degrees as 
possible, with plenty of fresh air. All 
kinds of crowding should be avoided 
and persons with colds should be par- 
ticular to watch their spray. It is 
possible for infection to pass 20 feet 
from one person to another. 

“Patients recovering from this dis- 
ease should not try to get out of bed 
too quickly. Firsi, because there is 
danger that tly will carry ‘ :e germs 
with them and, second, there is dan- 
ger of complications of all kinds. 
Pneumonia is possible as a result of 
a case of influenza, although thus far 
we have had few cases of pneumonia. 
In fact, the disease is yet in a mild 
form, although there is possibility it 
mav become virulent at any time.” 

Dr. Bowdon said there is danger 
that the disease will cpread at even a 
more rapid rate ané urged that all 


citizens take every possible precaution 
| to prevent spreading.

INFLUENZA WAVE 
SPREADING IN WEST. 

Chicago, December 11.—(United 
News.)—Chicago and the middle west, 
situated at the danger point, rose 
today to block the spread of influenza 
which threatens the nation with an- 
other epidemic such as took heavy 
tolls of life in 1918 and 1920. 

The disease which reached epidemic 
proportions along the Vacifie coast 
and in certain other sections of the 
west, has increased at an alarminz 
rate the past few days in Chicago and 
in various cities of surrounding states. 

At the same time the United States 
public health service in Washingtoa 
was announcing a general increase 1n 
the number of influenza cases, Dr. 
Arnold H. Kegel, health commissioner 
of Chicago, called upon all doctors 
and health authorities in the city to 
aid in combatting the disease here. 

Kansas showed the largest increase 
in the number of cases officially re- 
ported to Washington for the weex 
ending December 8, of 21,238 new 
eases, 13.569 developed ih Kansas, 
the reports showed. 

The following statistics on official 
reports were given out at Washington 
today: 

Montana, 4,580 new cases; Colo- 
rado, 1.936 new cases: New Mexico, 
170: Arizona, 100: Wiscensin 107; 


North Dakota, 194; Illinois, 97; 
Michigan, 6; Arkansas, 95; Louis- 
iana, 386: Tennessee, 38; Idaho, 
Utah, 96; Washington, 22; Maine, 
12; Connecticut, 4; New York city 
36; New Jersey, 22; Maryland 10; 
West Virginia 57 and Florida 17. 

In addition to these reports, how- 
ever, United Press dispatches indi- 
cated that several sections were hard 
hit.

DISEASE OF NEW 
FORM IN WEST. 

Kansas City, December 11.—(?)— 
The widespread prevalence of influ- 
enza in various communities of the 
west led today to the closing of addi- 
tional schools, while health authori- 
ties sought methods of checking the 
disease. 

Almost all reports indicated that 
the disease was not taking a severe 
form and few deaths had been re- 
corded. 

An epidemic in the Yakima valley 
in central Washington caused author- 
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closed there tomorrow and to ban, 
public gatherings. At Granger, Cle 
Elum and Casland, other towns in 
the valley and the schools also were 
closed. More than 1,300 pupils were 
reported as absent from school today 
in Yakima. 

Oregon health authorities said the 
disease was prevalent in a light form 
in that state. The schools at Canby, 
Ore., have been closed. In Portlan’l 
about 150 cases were reported with 
one death last week. 

School officials in Denver estimated 
that ten per cent of the teachers and 
15 per cent of the pupils are ill. The 
St. Francis de Sales High school there 
was closed due to illness among the 
teachers.

“It is impossible to say whether the 
disease results from activities of one 
or of several germs.” 

During the epidemic of 1888, a 
germ, he explained, the Pfeiffer bacil- 
lus, was isolated and accepted as the 
influenza virus. This belief, however. 
he added, lasted until the epidemic of 
1912. 

One reason so little is known of in- 
fluenza is that it lasts a comparatively 
short time, he said, and “then our ma- 
terial to work on is exhausted.”

Survey Should Be Made. 


“If we are to do anything along this 
line, a survey should be made at once 
and details of the*cost: tabulated so 
that the department can include it in 
the estimated budget for operation for 
1929. If the cost ig*not great, it might 
be absorbed by the department itself 
without asking a special appropria- 
tion from council. 

“Fulton county has shown a willing- 
ness to cooperate in order to reap 
some of the advantages of the system. 
The country and the city should be 
able to work out some kind of a solu- 
tion regarding the cost, which would 
work a hardship on neither.”

Miss Esch Makes Survey. 

Miss Leona N. Esch, operating di- 
rector of the Cleveland Association for 
Criminal Justice, and only woman: di- 
rector of a crime commission in the 
United States, Tuesday night was 
aboard one of the fast “eruisers” of 
the Detroit department to gather first- 
hand information as to its success and 
effectiveness. 

Records of the Detroit department 
shew that 485 arrests have been made 
by the eight cruisers of the system 
during the past eight months in less 
than sixty seconds from the time the 
eall was flashed via the radio from the 
Detroit broadcasting station. 

Many of the offenders were caught 
red-handed, and the convicting evi- 
dence was gathered at the same time 
the prisoner was apprehended, 


Heard of System. 


Miss Esch went to Detroit last No- 
vember to make an address regarding 
criminal court work. While there she 
heard something of the radio work of 
the Detroit police. She heard how 
bandits had been captured, burglars 
surprised in homes and other crim- 
inals apprehended. 

Ever alert to obtain information 
concerning the latest and most scien- 
tific methods of police work, she ob- 
tained all the data possible in the 
limited time at her disposal. 

Last Monday she returned to De- 
troit for two purposes, one the in- 
spection of the methods of the police 
training school and the other, which 
she says is the principal one, an ex- 
tensive and first hand study of the 
broadcasting system. 

Makes Own Investigations. 

Miss Esch is not the type of person 
or executive to gain her information 
from reports alone or from the ob- 
servations of others. She makes her 
own investigations, surveys and re- 
search, then makes her reports to the 
commission, made up from the leading 
business and professional men of 
Cleveland. 

“I don’t know when anything has 
gripped me as has the police radio 
work in Detroit,” Miss Esch said. 
“We have no police radio in Cleve- 
land. My visit to Detroit is for the 
purpose of determining whether such 
a system would be advisable for 
Cleveland.” 

Miss Esch and Patrolman Kenneth 
Cox were to ride with the regular 
crew of a sergeant and three men as 
the cruiser sped through the night in 
response to orders reaching it from 
the police radio station, W8FS. 

Many High-Powered Cars. 

The Detroit police, like the police 
of many other large cities, have a 
number of high-powered cars which 
continually are cruising about certain 
areas of the city. The Detroit cruis- 
ers are equipped with receiving sets 
and loud speakers by means of which 
orders may be transmitted in split- 
seconds to the cruisers from the po- 
ice broadcasting station. 

So effective has the system been 
in the last eizht months with never 
more than nine cruisers being equip- 
ped at one time, that 485 arrests have 
been made at an average time of less 


than GO seconds each.

Washington, December 11.—()— 
The Burton bill providing for settle- 
ment of the Austrian debt of $34,- 
was 
passed today by the house by a vote 
of 140 to 26. The measure now goes 
to the senate. 

The measure would authorize the 
American government to accept Aus- 
tria’s offer to pay either in 25 equal 
annuities beginning January 1, 1043. 
or in 40 yearly payments beginning 
next January 1. 

It also would permit the United 
States to cooperate with nine Euro. 
pean creditors of Austria in making it 
possible for Austria to float a $100,- 

.000 reconstruction loan. 

The proposed settlement, which is 
nlong the same lines of those accepted 
by seven of the nine European credi- 
tors of Austria, drew the fire from 
Representative Garner, democrat, Tex- 
as, who contended it would bring the 
United States only 30 cents on the 

ollar. 

He asserted Austria could sell her 
bonds at 6 per cent while the United 
States was charging only 5 per cent 
and that it was “had custom to begin 
to waive American people's first mort- 
gage to a few international bankers 
who want to make a loan.”

S. S. Aquitania, December 11.—(P) 

Photographs sent by wireless from 
Daventry, England, were received on 
board the Aquitania at midnight and 
reproduced by the fultograph process. 
The Cunard liner was 650 miles from 
Great Britain when the pictures were 
received. 
_ Electrical messages told a machine 
in a cabin on the boat deck exaetly 
what to do and just a few persons 
witnessed the demonstration. 

At midnight the familiar voice of 
the operator at Daventry announced: 
“We are about to transmit pictures 
of the regency council acting for the 
king during his illness. The experi- 
ment is being conducted by Wireless 
Pictures, 1928, Ltd., in conjunction 
with the Daily Mail.” 

On shelves on each side of the cabin 
on the liner were two machines. One 
was a six-valve receiving set. Opposite 
it and connected in parallel with the 
Ioud-spraker was a fultograph receiv- 
er. This receiver includes a metal 
drum around which was placed spe- 
cially prepared paper, The fultograph 
machine by means of perfect synchro- 
nization converted sound impulses 
into graduated lines of light and shade 
which were reproduced on paper, grad- 
ually spreading across and building 
up the pictures. 


TAX REFUNDS MAY 
WIPE OUT SURPLUS, 
COOLIDGE BELIEVES 


Washington, December 11.—(4)— 
Treasury supplementary estimates of 
tax returns totaling near $55,000,000 
more than originally expected to be 
required were signed today by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, who is apprehensive 
that a treasury deficit may result if 
congress appropriates too liberally. 

In his budget message to congress, 
the president observed that a sur- 
plus of $37,000.000 was in prospect 
for the close of the fiscal year, but 
he believes now that it may be wiped 
out and that the incoming president 
may face a deficit. 

Suggestions have been made to Mr. 
Coolidge that President-elect Hoover 
is anxious that ‘sufficient funds be 
appropriated for operation of the vast 
governmental machine, but the presi- 
dent feels his successor may encoun- 
ter greater difficulty in the event the 
treasury runs short of cash. Mr. 
Coolidge Yelieves that economy must 
be rigidly practiced now to avoid a 
deficit and that should departmental 
appropriations prove too small they 
could be increased by means of defi- 
ciency bills later. 

The original estimate contained in 
the budget of the amount of money 
needed in 1930 for tax refunds set the 
amount at $20,000,000. The supple- 
mentary estimate which the president 
signed today increased this amount to 
$75,000,0

He has also confessed to the slay- 
ing of Ilarry Quinn, 20, a felluw 
worker, in Scranton, Pa., in 1924. 

Kudzinowski was arrested in De- 
troit last week charged with drunk- 
enness. While sobering up in the 
jail he told police of the murder of 
Quinn and the Storelli boy. Acting 
on his directions police found the body 
of the Storelli boy in a meadow near 
Secaucus, N. J. 

The confession as to the murder of 
the Mlodzianowska girl followed hours 
of questioning by police. After attack- 
ing the child he said he choked her 
to death to stifle her screams and 
then dismembered the body. 

When a transcribed copy of his 
statement wus given Kudzinowski to 
sign he seized the paper and tore it 
to pieces. - 

As police officers who had obtain- 
ed the statement after persistent 
questioning looked on in amazement, 
Kudzinowski said, “You wanted a 
story and I gave you one.” He only 
glared when police asked if what he 
had told them was false.

BUSINESS IN GOVERNMENT. 

In conformity with a resolution 
introduced by Councilman Wiley 
Moore at the recent dinner given 
in honor of William J. Casey, of 
Baltimore, Mayor Ragsdale will 
shortly announce the personnel of 
a commission to survey the depart- 
ments of Atlanta’s city government, 
and submit a program for closer 
cooperation and coordination, look- 
ing to increased efficiency and 
greater economy. 

Mr. Casey, president of the Con- 
tinental Trust Company of Balti- 
more, was vice chairman of an ef- 
ficiency committee appointed by the 
mayor of Baltimore in 1923. 

That commission worked out a 
plan of department consolidations 
by which the city’s government has 
not only administered in a more 
businesslike way, but better service 
is being rendered in all depart- 


ments with an annual reduction in

the tax rates. 

Mr. Casey was invited to Atlanta 
by Mayor Ragsdale to explain the 
present Baltimore system. 
and representative group of state, 
county and city officials, and busi- 
ness and professional men, heard 
him and all were deeply impressed 
with his comprehensive explanation 
of how Baltimore’s city government 
had been taken out of politics, and 
founded upon a substantial and 
gratifying business basis.

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AN EPIDEMIC OF SEPTIC SORE 
THROAT. 

Streptococcus is the more or less fa- 
miliar name of one of the meanest, 
ornierest and most versatile of all the 
microbian enemies civilized man has 
to contend with. Even the laity is be- 
ginning to comprehend, I gather, that 
when this germ is found hanging 
around the premises something atro- 
cious is likely to happen. And the vil- 
lain seldom fails to measure up to rep- 
utation. 

In the village of Lee, Mass.. with a 
population of slightly over 4,000, there 
was an epidemic of septic sore throat 


this summer. The first case was re- | 


ported July 1. and within a period of 
two weeks there were approximately 
600 cases of septic sore throat in this 
community of 4,000 people, with 36 
deaths. That was certainly as sudden 
and frightful as a calamity could be. 
And the epidemic terminated as 
abruptly as it began. It seems that 
the village authorities on July 7 com- 
menced* enforcement of an ordinance 
requiring the pasteurization of all 
milk. Pasteurization means a kind of 
parboiling for the purpose of killing

heated up to a temperature cf 140 or 
145 degrees F. (of course the tem- 
perature must be earefully recorded by 
thermometer) and kept at that temper- 
ature, no higher and no lower, for 20 
minutes, then allowed to cooi again. 
This degree of heat has been found 
sufficient to kifl tubercle, typhoid or 
diphtheria bacilli, as well as the strep- 
tococcus of scarlet fever, sore throat or 
septic infection. The last new case of 
septic sore throat in the Lee epi- 
demic was reported July 14, and this 
was probably a case of contact infec- 
tion (the patient had been taking care 
of one of the 600 invalids), though 
contact infection occurred in very few 
instances in this epidemic. unlike 
some other epidemics of similar char- 
acter and origin. 

The Massachusetts health authori- 
ties have been unable to determine 
positively whether the streptococci 
that were found to be the cause of 
the sore throat in this epidemic came 
originally from the infected udder of 
one of the cows or from one of the 
milk handlers. They did obtain “pure 
cultures” of a hemolstic streptococens 
from one of the cows and from several 
of the milk handlers, By the way. 
“hemolytic” is just a gang name for 
one of the most virulent strains of 
streptococcus: the word means liter-

Any of these mani- 
festations of streptococcus. infection 
may be traced, in not a few outbreaks, 
to milk that has been contaminated 
either by the diseased udder of the 
cow or by some diseased handler some- 
where between cow and consumer. It 
is because there is so much danger of 
such pollution or contamination of 
the milk marketed or peddled in cities 
that the health authorities in most 
cities require the pasteurization of all 
market milk. This does not refer to 
certified milk, which is absolutely pure 
and safe in its raw state. 

I have often mentioned here the 
objections to pasteurization but the 
principal one is overcome readily 
enough. If the baby must be raised 
on pasteurized milk, be sure he gets 
a daily ration of any fresh fruit or 
vegetable juice or even factory canned 
tomato juice, to provide the scurvy 
preventing vitamin that is destroyed 
in milk by pasteurization.

Collier Indicted. 


An indictment charging Ben HH. Col- | 
lier, former sheriff of Jefferson coun- 
ty, with making advances on a pros- 
pective juror for the Adair trial was 
returned here today by a federal grand 
jury. Collier, it was charged, ap- 
proached John H. Potter, a yvenireman 
for the trial, in an attempt fo get him 
“to hold out” in the trial, in event he 
were selected for the jury. 

The arrest of Collier came on the 
heels of defense counsel charges that 
vovernment agents were consulting the 
venire, shortly before the Adair case 
went to trial here. Collins, arrested 
on a government warrant, was given 
n preliminary hearing and bound over 
under $1,000 bail to await action of 
the grand jury. : 

When the Adair case was called for 
trial here, Judge Samuel H. Sibley, 
presiding, questioned each juror before 
the regular trial panel was _ selected 
and declared that it was his belief that 
no concerted effort had been made to 
corrupt the jury, but that Potter had 
been approached by an “over-zealous 
friend.” 

Government Nears Close.

Company’s Bankruptcy. 

The Adair Realty and Trust Co. 
went into involuntary bankruptcy 
March 31, 1927, with a loss to hun- 
dreds of persons who purchased bonds 
on the hetel projects at Knoxville, 
Birmingham, and Little Rock.

“IT could not allow this occasion to 
pass without an expression of sym- 
pathy from the people of the United 
States for the misfortune befallen 
Chile’s central area by the _ recent 
earthquake. While the cournge and 
ability and fortitude of the people 
of Chile will quickly repair the physi- 
eal disaster ‘we must all mourn the

risen from the ashes through 
the indomitable will of the people, and 
they will again prove their valor 
which is greater perhaps than any 
won on the battlefield. 

“Thank you for your eloquent ex- 
pression regarding my country. There's 
abundant reason why friendshi,» and 
understanding between us should be 
deeply rooted in the hearts of the peo- 
rle of both nativas. We have on both 
sides made history by our commen la- 
Lor in building in the new world a 
new form of governient founded upon 
2 new conception for human rights; 
supreme experience in rebel'ion from 
the political and social systems of the 
old world; subiugation of cne wilder- 
ness, development vf ecourmic life 
through the apylica:ion of great dis- 
coveries of science; efforts t> lift the 
moral and cultural levels of our coun- 


tries. 
* No Basis for Rivalry. 

“Furthermore, we are fortunate in 
our relations with your country in 
that no basis, either political or eco- 
nemic, for rivalry exists. Our economic 
interests are reciprocal; our progress 
in prosperity and comfort can only be 
mutual. 3 

“I enjoyed with your able ministers 
the privilege of exchange of experience 
in respect to the problems of develop- 
ment and economic progress in our 
two countries. The policy they have 
adopted of seeking external capital, 
whether by government or private en- 
terprise, only for reproductive works 
is a restriction which would well be 
adopted by the entire world, includ- 
ing the municipalities and states of 
my own country. The import of capi- 
tal for the development of public 
works, transportation, communica- 
tions, power, natural resources agri- 
cultural and mineral, for the move- 
ment of goods, is a blessing to both 
the lender and the borrower. It creates 
wealth from which loans and invest- 
ments can be repaid. It increases em- 
plo¥ment and standatds of living, 
used for any other purpose, foreign 
capital becomes a dead weight of tax- 
ation upon the people. 

“Within these limits I believe the 
import of capital into your country 
finds its parallel in the invaluable as- 
sistance in internal development from 
a similar supply of capital from Eu- 
rope to the United States in the years 
following the civil war. Today, from 
the development of our natural re- 
sources in the United States, so great- 
ly eontributed to by the capital of 
Europe in the period I’ve referred to, 
we have discharged our foreign debts 
and are now able to produce surplus 
capital. 

Looks For Chile to Lead. 

“From the great resources of South 
America I nm confident this cycle will 
reenact itself. More particularly will 


' this be the case, since capital is fur- 


nished in these days upon much less 
onerous terms than 40 years ago. In 
the future the day may come when 
Chile by her accumulation of wealth 
may become a leader of capital. 
“I’ve likewise enjoyed a discussion 
of your new educational program, the 
vigor of which is well illustrated by 
the recent single contract for 50 new 
school buildings. I should be derelict 
in my duty if I did not emphasize 
to you people of Chile the admiration 
which I and the American people hold 
for the economic and cultural ad- 
vancement which your nation has con- 
tributed to the western hemisphere. 
“We are all struggling toward 2a 
common aim; we not only learn from 
each other, but we receive inspiration 
from the heroism, leadership and ac- 
complishments of the sister republics. 
A long list of distinguished presidents 
nnd statesmen have contributed to

Shop girls, workers, 
top-hatted society leaders and a sprin- 
kling of uniformed sailors rushed for 
the entrance as the car left. but they 
caught only a fleeting glimpse of 
Britain's idol.

The Prince of. Wales visited but a 
few minutes at the Piccadilly resi- 
dence of the Duke of York before pro- 
ceeding alone in his own car to York 
house.

Gadsden, Ala., December 11.—(?) 
Clifton Slusser, vice president of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber company, 
of Akron, Ohio, today announced that 
Gadsden had been select: ~ as the site 
for the company’s southern plant. 

The plant is to be constructed in 
four units, the first unit to be com- 
pleted by mid-summer at a cost va- 
riously estimated at from $7,500,000 
to $10,000,000 with other units to 
follow. Cost of completion of the 
lant was estimated at approximately 


The plant will be one of the larg- 
est in the south. It is expected to 
include a rubber reclamation plant 
for general rubber goods manufacture 
and a fabric mill. A housing os ge 


| ration has been organized to build a 


sufficient number of houses for em- 
ployees. On good authority it was 
said that the first unit of the plant 
would afford employment for between 
1,800 and 2,000 men and some women. 


Across Coosa River. 


The site for the plant is located im- 
mediately across the Coosa river from 
Gadsden and consists of 289 acres. 
The property was _ purchased with 
funds raised through popular subscrip- 
tion. 

Announcement of the salection of 
radsden as the site for the plant was 
made soon after the arrival here to- 
day of Mr. Slusser from the Good- 
year company’s Akron offices. Con- 
tracts with citizens of Gadsden for the 
property, railroad trackage rights and 
for handling products of the plant 
awaited his approval. 

Goodyear officials said that the first 
unit of the plant would have a capac- 
ity of 5,000 tires a day. Tentative 
plans call for a mill for the manufac- 
ture of fabric for use in manufactur- 
ing tires. 

Gadsden has been on the qui vive 
for the past several weeks following 
the first intimation that the city was 
among several being considered for 
the location of the plant. The large 
available supply of “industrial” water 
is understood to have been the decid- 
ing factor in favor of Gadsden. 

_ Many Consultations Held. 

During the several weeks Goodyear 
officials have been here, they have 
been in almost continuous consulta- 
tion with representatives of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, the Ala- 
bama Power company and city and 
state officials.

The 
pitcher would be relieved of all bat- 
ting and base-running duties if his 
manager so willed.

Jones Has Short 
And Crisp Putt 
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FACE MUST GET 
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AVOID CUT 
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BY SOL METZGER. 

There are many methods to stroke 
a ball into the cup, once a_ golfer 
reaches the green. Farreil has a long 
and even swing. Jones a shorter and 
more crisp one. But every good put- 
ting form is based on a common point 
—the face of the putter must_ be at 
right angles to the line the ball is to 
be stroked not only at contact but 
hefore and after this contact is made. 


Why? 


Suppose your club came into the 
ball at an angle and then followed 
straight through on_ line. What 
would happen? Undoubtedly a bit 
of hook cut would be imparted that 
would curve it off line. 

Suppose after the face of your put- 
ter first touched the ball you pulled 
it toward you. What would happen? 
Undoubtedly a slicing cut would be 
imparted. 

You see a golf ball does not im- 
mediately leave the face of the club 
when it is stroked. It stays with the 
club for a few inches. Hence, the 
golfer has to keep his putter folowing 
out on the line of the putt avoid 
imparting a ctrve to the ball. That 
is the sound theory of Farrell,~ Ha- 
gen, Jones and all other good putters. 
Tomorrow—should you putt for the 
back of the cup or merely let the 
ball trickle in?

Blumenschein Paintings 


On Exhibit at Museum. 

In the paintings by Ernest Blumen- 
schein, on exhibit at the High Muse- 
um of Art, a fine sense of drawing 


and design are evidenced. While the 
color seems crude and heavy, it is ad- 
equate for his purpose and in char- 
acter with the ideas expressed. His 
material is well-selected and only sig- 
nificant features are included. 

Blumenschein is reminiscent of the 
great French painter, Paul Gauguin, 
who spent his life among the Tahitian 
natives making a detailed study of 
their habits and beliefs in order to 
bring to canvas an accurate concep- 
tion of their nature. In like man- 
ner, Blumenschein has spent years 
among the Taos natives imbibing their 
Spirit, superstitions, and customs and 
has reproduced in his canvases, 
through a strong sense of design and 
composition, combined with a_ keen 
perception for color effects, the sav- 
age strength and restrained vitality of 
the American Indian. 

The canvas “Superstition” express- 
es in symbolical form the fears and 
‘religious ideas of the Indian, and 
holds a particular interest for stu- 
dents — of mysticism. The picture, 
1 “Idealist, Dreamer, Realist,” is of the 
same symbolical expression, including 
in its images a miniature caricature 
of Walter Jfer, the great Indian Taos 
painter and a contemparary of Blu- 
menschein’s. Other paintings in this 
group include mountain scenes, land- 
scapes, and action pictures of the Taos 
country, together with several night 
scenes of New York.

While weakened accounts appear- 
ed go have been sold out, the public 
was still too stunned from the dis- 
astrous break of last week to be drawn 
into the market, and the professional 
element moved cautiously in fear of 
the traditional secondary reaction, <A 
‘substantial part of the day's buying 
'was due to cevering by shorts whe 
were content to take their profits at 
present levels, 

Call money renewed at 8 per cent. 
For the first time in just a_ week. 
and later fell to 7. Time money, how- 
ever, was firmer, holding from 7 1-2 
to 7 3-4 for the shorter maturities 
and mounting a quarter point to 
7 1-2 for the longer maturities, indi- 
cating that the ease in call money is 
regarded as a temporary lull, aided 
by the treasury refinancing, before the 
holiday and year-end requirements be- 
come acute. 

Apprehensive Over King. 

The day’s news was not such as to 
encourage bullish activity. The grave 
turn in the condition of King George 
made the market apprehensive of a 
flood of selling for foreign account. A 
further seasonal decline in steel mill 
operations was reported. The Chi- 
eago, Minneapolis, St. Paul and 
Omaha railway passed the annual di- 
vidend on its preferred stock. A 


'stock exchange seat sold at $590,000, 
;/a drop of $5,000 from the previous 


sale, 

A favorable development was _ tak- 
ing of $3,000,000 in gold from Can- 
ada, bringing the current movement 
up $8,000,000. Bankers’ estimated 
that the movement may reach S$30,- 
000.000, but the likelihood persists 
that it may be largely offset by fur- 
ther earmarkings for European ac- 
count.

Broadening out of export demand for 
corn today at the highest premiums 
vet this season helped lift the corn 
market and other ¢rains as well. It 
was estimated too by a leading au- 
thority here that already thee has 
been 50,000,000 busheis more farm 
use and country marketing of corn 
than a year ago. 

Corn prices finished strong at prac- 
tically the day’s top level, 1 1-2 to 
1 F- -S¢ up, with wheat showing 1 1-Se 
to 1 {-Se gain, oats le to 1 1-Se ad- 
vance, and provisions ranging from 5c 
decline to a rise of 7c. 

Activity and higher prices formed 
the rule in the corn market from the 
start. Not only was there evidence 
of a resumption of foreign demand, 
but corn belt prospects of rain and of 
mild temperatures indicated likelihood 
of at least a temporary let-up in the 
movement of corn to. mrket. Besides, 
predictions were current that the mid- 
winter run of corn would not be as 
large as usual. Rural cfferin- today 
of corn to arrive were meas... and to- 
day's corn receipts in Chicago, 417 
cars, showed a falling off in the face 
of the fact that 226 cars of corn 
were reported as being loaded out of 
Chicago elevators today to fill pre- 
vious ‘sales, 

As much as 133-4e a bushel pre- 
mium over tbe price of December de- 
livery of corn here was reported as be- 
ing offered for No. 2 corn available 
to be shipped to Europe by way of 
the Gulf of Mexico, free on toord 

vessels before January 1. Under such 

circumstances, recent speculative sell- 
ers made haste to reverse their market 
position. Meanwhile numerous standing 
erders to buy, and thus put a stop to 
josses on future delivery coniracts, 
were nutomatically foreed inta execu- 
tion on the advance. Pit offerings, 
however, were relatively scarce, Nevr- 
ertheless, liberal reinstatement of 
speculative holdings for higher prices 
uppeared to have taken effect as the 
day diew to au end. 

Wheat and oats paralleled the ac- 
tion of corn. Some improvement of 
export inquiry for wheat from North 
America was noted, and world. prices 
for wheat were talked of as relatively 
low. Despite word of good progress 
of the wheat harvest in Argentina 
and Austratia, a good class of ‘buying 
developed here, houses with connec- 
tions east and northwest taking the 
lead. 

Provisions reflected the upward 
trend of grain and cotton as wel! as 
of hogs.

Whether or not the strain in the call 
money market last week is again wit- 
nessed before the end of the year, 
when there will be a record breaking 
year-end requirements, depends largely 
on whether or not the active bull 
stock market is resumed. 

_ More Gold ou Way. 

Sentiment was helped by the news 
that more gold was coming from Can- 
ada, shipment of $2,000,000 being ar- 
ranged. This month should see a sea- 
sonal tlow of gold from Canada to 
New York. 

What has happened recently in 
changing the stock market picture was 
reflected in a sale of a New York 
Stock Exchange seat today for $590,- 
000, a drop of $5,000 from the last 
transaction. However, the curb mar- 
ket evidently expects a resumption of 
stock market activity. The ticker serv- 
we of this smaller. exchange, now 
larger than the New York Stock 
Exchange only a few years ago, has 
been extended to Cincinnati and soon 
will be extended to Springfield, Mass. 
This ticker service is now found in 
41 cities as far south as Wheeling. 
W. V.. west as far as Chicago and 
north to Montreal and Toronto, east 
as far as Boston. 

International Nickel continues to 
display the firmness witnessed during 
the recent violent decline in the stock 
market. With the new stock not ready 
for delivery and the old stock de- 
posited for exchange the floating sup- 
ply is very small. 

Montgomery Ward opened at 129 
ex-rights to subscribe to the new 
stock. This price looked cheap com- 
pared with yesterday’s high of 343 
and the recent high of 439 7-8, 

While the General Motors splitup 
has been approved hy the shareholders 
it is understood that the new stock 
will not be ready for delivery until 
early in January. In the meantime 
the old stock will continue to be 
traded in. 

Radio Practically Cornered. 

Radio, Packard, Goodvear Tire & 
Rubber and Delaware & Hudson were 
outstanding for strength. Radio is 
practically cornered with a powerful 
pool operating in the stock. Packard 
has been under accumulation for weeks 
and months. It is understood that the 
company is now earning at the rate 
of $1 a month from its automobile 
department, with big things expected 
of the new airplane department and 
its new engine. Goodyear Tire & Rub- 
her is one of the well-managed com- 
panies benefited by more. stabilized 
conditions in erude rubber. Delaware

ments. A year ago the coal properties 
were turned over to a new company. 
Now the railroad is under a separate 
company. The parent company has 
$63.000.000 cash from the recent sale 
of its Lehigh Valley and Wabash to 
Pennsylvania.
